NAGGING 


“They seem to be splendd little 
chaps and their manners are all thar 
could be desired. But I don’t know 
about their mother. She appears to 
allow her childrem to go pretty. mucn 
their own way, yet it is remarkabie 
how much common-sense they show.’ 


Do you suppose the little boys who 
were the subject of the above remarks 
have amy more mative common-sense 
tham other boys? Or is it that they 
have a mother . who, by . refraining 
from a nagging attitude regarding 
their small affairs, has been able, 
nevertheless, to produce in them that 
healthy, happy and co-operative out- 
look upon life whose natural ac- 
companiment is a pleasant person- 
ality. 

Nagging is an easily acquired habit 
Have you ever noticed how sugges- 
tive of its meaning is the sound of 
the word itself? It has a ragged-edg- 
ed, monotonous, discordant and grind 
ing tone reflecting an ineffective, 
querulous spirit. Its fultility in secur- 
ing discipline has often beem pointed 
out. For the sake of keeping the 
child may control his behaviour while 
the nagging parent is pregerit. In his 
absence an outburst of misbehaviour 
is almost certain on his account. The 
frank, well-balanced moral outlook 


which the adolescent needs in his out | 


side life is never produced by im- 
patient threats and emotional out- 
bursts. 

Good discipline in young children is 
largely habit—the result of consist- 
ent obedience to commands and re- 
quirements which are themselves 
simple and reaosnable. With an in- 
creasing age the child responds more 
and more to reason, and to oppor- 
tunities for co-operative solution ‘of 
behaviour difficulties, A  heart-to- 
heart talk in regard to a personality 
defect is likely to do more good than 
months of nagging. The parent then 
appeals to the child as an understand 
ing friend than a nervous, old-fasn- 
foned, and irritating necessity. 

Without doubt many parents over- 
emphasize their’ importance in their 
children’s lives. Children will stand 
a good deal of letting alone. The 
capacity for effective dependent ac- 
tion is acquired only through the ex- 
ercise of increasing amounts of in- 
dependence. Parents possess their 
children only to the extent that 
mutual respect and love bind them 
together. Parents who so intelligently 
and sympathetically deal. with thei 
boys and girls all the way through 
that adolescence still finds them bring 


ing their problems for sympathy and |.

BRED is not only our best but 

our most economical ‘food, an 
‘mportant consideration in these days 
of carefui budgeting of expenditures 
for the table. It is no longer thought 
of only in the familiar white-loaf form, 
but in an almost endless variety ot 
loaves, rolls, buns, biscuits, cofice 
breads, etc., and made of many differ- 
ent types of flour. By varying the 
choice of bread the diet can be given 
the sort of appetizing variety that 
children as well as.adults find appeal 
ing. 

Bread is an ‘important source of 
carbohydrates — supplying energy to 
the body—and protein, material for 
growth and repair, Wheat protein, 
mostly. gluten, ranks with the bese 
proteins of vegetable origin, But bread 
made of milk, yeast, shortening and 
salt, is a highty varied food, supplying 
also. fat, fibre, ash and vitamins. 

A well rounded diet can-be had with 
bread, butter and milk. Of the every- 
day foods, bread and butter is richest 
in calories, the medsure of energy- 
producing characteristics of food. A 
tlice of bread and butter will supply 
116 calories, About 2700 are needed 
daily by the average man,..Bread and 
butter contain 1624 calories to the 
pound, as against 900 for a pound of 
roast lamb, 765 for boiled eggs and 510 
fur boiled rice, 

Bread is one of the most readily di- 
gestible of the foods. This is partly 
due to the yeast, which raises the 
dough rendering the bread porous and 

‘ open to the action of the digestive 
juices, Yeast also acts upon the gluten 
of the flour, conditioning it, making it 
soft and elastic and rendering it more 
easily digestible. 

There are also certain by-products 
formed during the fermentation pro- 
cees which give to bread its character- 
istic pleasing flavor. F inally, yeast has 
a direct nutritive value in the loaf. It 
is rich in protein and one of the be-t 
known sources of vitamins. The more 
yeast that is'used in making the bread, 
the shorter the period of time necessary 
‘r fermentation and the greater the 

vod value.
